The  lower  lefthand  corner  of  the  scoring  block  should  be  considered  as  home  plate.  Progress  is 
counter-clockwise  with  progress  to  first  base  indicated  in  lower  righthand  corner,  to  second  in 
upper  righthand  corner,  to  third  in  upper  lefthand  corner  and  to  home  in  lower  left.  In  example  to 
left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second  baseman,  stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a  wild 
pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is  convenient  to  circle  all  runs  as  shown  so  that  scoring  plays 
may  be  seen  at  a  glance.

THE  NEW  RED  SOX  MANAGER 


Michael  F.  Higgins  is  returning  after  a 
lapse  of  eight  years  to  the  Boston  baseball 
scene,  where  he  spent  three  of  the  best 
years  of  his  life  as  a  player.  Higgins  held 
down  the  third  base  job  for  the  Red  Sox 
during  the  1937  and  1938  seasons,  return¬ 
ing  after  a  sojourn  in  Detroit  to  help  the 
Hose  win  the  American  league  pennant  in 
1946. 

Then,  with  the  end  of  his  playing  days, 
Mike  went  back  to  the  minors — in  a  new 
role  —  as  manager  of  the  Boston  club’s 
farm  team  at  Roanoke  in  the  Class  B  Pied¬ 
mont  League.  Like  any  young  player  mak¬ 
ing  the  climb  up  the  baseball  ladder, 
Manager  Higgins  embarked  on  the  success¬ 
ful  career  which  has  led  to  the  post  of 
field  general  for  the  parent  club  this  year. 

Here  is  Higgins’  managerial  record: — 

1947  (finished  first  and  won  playoffs)  and 

1948  (finished  fourth)  with  Roanoke;  1949 
(finished  second)  and  1950  (finished  sec¬ 
ond)  with  Birmingham  in  the  Class  Dou- 
ble-A  Southern  Association ;  1951  (finished 
fourth),  1952  (finished  fifth),  1953  (fin¬ 
ished  third),  and  1954  (finished  second) 
with  Louisville  in  the  Triple-A  American 
Association. 


The  clmax  of  Mike’s  success  in  the  Red 
Sox  farm  system  was  reached  last  fall, 
when  he  led  Louisville  to  victory  over 
Columbus  and  Indianapolis  in  the  Associ¬ 
ation  playoffs,  then  to  a  notable  triumph 
over  Syracuse  of  the  International  League 
in  the  Little  World  Series. 

Higgins,  born  May  27,  1909,  at  Red  Oak, 
Texas,  presently  makes  his  off-season  home 
in  Dallas  with  his  wife,  Hazen,  and  their 
daughters,  Diane,  13,  and  Elizabeth,  11. 

He  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1930,  signing  then  with  the  Phil¬ 
adelphia  Athletics.  In  1937,  he  came  to 
Boston  in  a  deal  for  Bill  Werber.  Higgins 
hit  .302  for  the  Red  Sox  that  season,  and 
.303  in  1938.  That  was  the  year  Mike  set 
the  major  league  record  of  12  hits  in  suc¬ 
cession.  For  the  following  seven  seasons 
(exclusive  of  a  tour  of  duty  with  the  U.S. 
Navy  in  1945)  he  wore  the  Detroit  Tigers 
uniform.  Then,  on  May  20,  1946,  he  came 
back  to  plug  the  third-base  gap  in  the  Red 
Sox’s  pennant  picture. 

It’s  homecoming  time  for  Mike  Higgins 
— ever  a  sound  baseball  man,  now  recog¬ 
nized  as  a  sound  baseball  manager — once 
again.

The  exit  doors  will  be  opened  and  patrons  will  be  allowed 
to  leave  the  park  to  take  suitable  shelter  in  the  concrete  buildings  in  the  vicinity. 

The  police  outside  the  ball  park  will  direct  patrons  to  nearby  shelter  areas. 

Any  other  directions  will  be  given  over  the  loudspeaking  system.  We  ask  our  patrons  to 
cooperate  with  the  Department  of  Civil  Defense  in  the  matter.
